The Democratic announcement 
was not unexpected. It was firm, 
but not defiant. It is no secret 
that political experts on both 
sides believe the Stevenson car.- 
paign of 1956 was hurt by the un- 
appreciated efforts of the nominee 
te hold the party together.

Labor Corruption, Vows Cleanup 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 We 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said today labor corruption is 
more extensive than he had real- 
ized but he pledged that the fed- 
eration will succeed in cleaning it 


up. 

Meany said labor is willing to 
accept reasonable corrective leg- 
islation from Congress but will 
rally as one man to fight off any 
move “to fasten antiunion legisla- 
tion on us in the guise of eliminat- 
ing corruption.” 

Organized labor, Meany said in 
a speech to the AFL-CIO’s Indus- 
trial Union Department, doesn’t 
have too many friends in Con- 
gress and very. few real friends 
on the Senate Rackets Investigat-

year. McClellan only yesterday 
praised Meany for courage in act- 
ing against corruption-tainted un- 
ions.

1 (P—A congressional de-

lift the lid of secrecy on a warehouseful of gifts given 
United States officials by foreign donors. 


“Who owns these gifts?” asked 
Rep.

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Grand J ury Makes 
Constructive Report 


The September-October Fulton County 
Grand Jury, in presentments returned 
vesterday, placed in proper perspective 
a number of matters which profoundly 
had disturbed two previous juries as well 
as the entire community. 

¢n what appears to have been a work- 
manlike task; the jury examined previous 
juries’ findings and added to them with 
constructive suggestions. In continuing 
certain investigations, notably the Atlanta 
Polfte Dept., its members found nothing 
new, indicating the previous juries had 
done a thorough job. 

Expressing its confidence in Chief Her- 
bert Jenkins “and the great majority of 
offigers and men of the department,” the 
jury put its stamp of approval on recom- 
mendations of the Institute of Public Ad- 
ministration for reorganization.

Khrushchev delivered to the 20th Congress of o 
the Communist Party his famous six-hour speech whet 
excoriating the purge-ridden regime of Stalin and proclaiming the 
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1956, Nikita | 


end of one-man dictatorship in the Kremlin for all time. On Oct. 
28. 1957, “‘Pravda,” the Soviet government’s official organ, reported 
casually the removal as minister of defense of the second most 
powerful leader in the U.S.S.R.. Georgi Zhukov. 


It is revealing, I think, to look 
at what’s happening in the strug- 
gle for personal power within the 
Soviet Union in terms of Khru- 
shchev’s solemn oath that it 
wouldn’t happen again, that the 
“cult of the individual’’—which 
he branded as. evikwas being 
put aside like strong drink 
would never return. ) 

Khrushchev put it this way 
when he thought that the only 
way to preserve his own power 


was to foreswear one-man rule: | 


‘“‘We must preclude any pos- 
sibility of a repetition in any 
form whatever of what took place 
during the life of Stalin who ab- 
solutely did not tolerate collegi- 
ality in leadership and in work 
and who practiced brutal violence 
against anyone who opposed 

As he warmed to his theme 
that one-man dictatorship is a vi- 
olation of everything Marxism- 
Leninism stands for, Khrushchev 
added: 

“Stalin acted not through per- 
suasion, explanation and patient 
cooperation but demanded abso- 
lute submission to his opinion. 
Whoever opposed (Stalin’s) con- 
cepts and tried to prove his own 
viewpoint and the correctness of 
his position was doomed to re- 
moval from the leading col- 
lective leadership and to subse-

quent moral and physical annihi- 
lation.”’ 


And how has Khrushchev 
acted? How has Khrushchev 
dealt with those who opposed 


him’? The record is visible. 
a 
One who opposed the Khru- 
shchev rule, Lavrentia Beria, once 


head of the security police, suf- 


fered ‘physical annihilation.” 
His life came to an end. He was 
shot. 

Another who opposed him, Pre- 
mier Malenkov, suffered ‘‘moral 
annihilation.”” He was deposed 
as premier and later was shoved 
39 steps down the ladder to keep- 
ing shop at a hydroelectric plant 
in far-off East Kazakhatan. 

That’s what happened to Beria 
and Malenkovy when they tried 
to “prove their viewpoint and the 
correctness of their position’ at 
a time Khrushchev wanted it oth- 
erwise. 

And Molotov dissented. . . and 
Kaganovich dissented. . . and 
Shepilov dissented. 

They are now branded by 
Khrushchev as moral enemies of 
the state, banished to remote, mi- 
nor posts where they can do no 
harm and no good. 

It seems to me that Khru- 
shchev's actions show better than 
his words what he really thinks 
of Stalin; he copies him.

Elimination of such ‘‘filth’’ from 
newsstands cannot be confused 
with violation of freedom of the 
press, said the body. Parent

the Georgia Literature Commis- 
sion in letting any guilty dealer 
know they will not tolerate ‘“‘pol- 
luting of their children’s minds.” 

The jury also called on citizens 
to familiarize themselves with the 
city’s urban renewal plan and 
urged the city to give private en- 
lerprise the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the program ‘‘to the 
maximum extent possible.’’

A thrashing by Duke, on the heels of the mediocre showing 
against Tulane last week, certainly wouldn’t put the Jackets in the 
right frame of mind for the SEC grind against Tennessee, Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia. 


Tech coaches haven't saved any orchids in pouring lavish praise 
on Duke. They.are convinced that Duke is the toughest team on the 
schedule. They rate the Blue Devil line on par with Auburn’s im- 
pregnable force, give a slight edge to the larger Duke backs. 


—Tech To Hit Bullseye With Upset Gun 


Personally, I think you can toss out the Tulane game. Tech 
was flat and snoozed through a 7-7 first half, before waking up to 
squeeze out a. 20-13 victory. Tech fumbled six times and alert Tu- 
lane recovered five. If the Jackets repeat their Tulane performance, 
Duke will win by a lop-sided margin. 

If Tech repeats its defensive showing against Auburn and 
engineers a new offensive punch, Dodd may keep intact his record 
of never having lost to a Murray-coached team in Atlanta. 


When you slice through the Duke propaganda, there’s more 
than a ray of hope for Tech. An ordinary South Carolina club 
gave Duke a terrific fight before folding, 26-14. The Blue Devils 
nosed out Rice, 7-6, then blew a 14-point lead and settled for a 
draw with N.C. State. 


Duke can be had, but it will take a super effort from Tech,’ a 
better effort than the youthful Jackets have given thus far. I think 
this is a ripe spot for a startling upset. Look for fullback Jim 
Benson, returning Joe DeLany and Floyd Faucette to remodel the 
Tech offense. Strictly on past performance, Duke would have to be 
the choice. Excluding the SMU tie, I haven’t picked Tech wrong in 
two seasons. Perhaps I’m underrating Duke, but here’s a confident 
14-7 ballot for the Jackets and a happy homecoming. 


It’s also homecoming in Athens, where Coach Wallace Butts 
and J. B. Whitworth will shelve their long-standing friendship 
for a couple of hours. 

The Bulldogs got a tremendous lift-out of last week’s convincing 
33-14 triumph over Kentucky. And, for the second week in a row, 
they’re matched against a winless team. With nothing to lose, Ala- 
bama is a dangerous team. The Tide will shoot the works, take 
daring chances and undoubtedly cause Georgia plenty of trouble. 


—A Victory Ride With Georgia and Auburn 


Neither team has been able to forge a defense. Six opponents 
have ripped Georgia for 108 points. Five foes have posted 101 points 
in the Tide end zone. So a free-scoring duel looms likely. On of- 
fense, Georgia holds a decided advantage. 

Quarterbacks Charley Britt and Tommy Lewis are improving 
in each outing. Against Kentucky last week, Britt indicated that 
he’s about to reach maturity ...at least on offense. Halfbacks 
Don Soberdash, weakened by flu, and Gene Littleton are lending a 
helping hand, and Theron Sapp ranks with the best fullbacks. 

In the second half of the Navy game, Georgia climbed off 
the carpet and, in my opinion, became a football team. The 
Kentucky triumph provided much-needed confidence for this 
squad which has never been shy on desire. 

‘Alabama hits hard and has offensive guns which may find the 
Georgia defense within scoring range, particularly if the flu bug 
left scars on center Dave Lloyd. Fullback Jim Loftin is a superior 
plunger, sophomore Gary O’Steen is a sparkling soph halfback, and 
guard Bill Rains is a bona fide All-SEC. candidate. 

. However, Georgia is back on the right tzack now, and it will 
take a stronger foe than Alabama to derail the Bulldogs. In a free 
scoring TD parade, Georgia should win by a margin of 27-13. 

The chips are stacked’ high at Auburn, where another home- 
coming party will be staged. For the last seven years, the home 
club has won this game. Furthermore, Auburn hasn’t lost before 
friendly Cliff Hare patrons in 16 games. 

Auburn, ranked fourth in the nation, is now the odds 
favorite to take it all in the SEC in most quarters. (I’m still 
sticking with Miss. State). Florida remains a darkhorse candi- 
date and must win to stay in the race. | 

Florida has polished off three opponents, including LSU, and lost 
only to State. Auburn has romped past Tennessee, Chattanooga, 
Kentucky, Tech and Houston during an unbeaten spree.

I am always amazed when parents speak highlv 
of a school because their children “learned such good

SHOULD SHAKE HANDS 

He should shake hands in

He should stand and offer his 
seat to an adult (not to an 
adolescent). 

He should hold the door for an 
adult. 

He should not interrupt. (Even 
the greatest bore brings his 
story to a conclusion and even 
a child must learn to be as pa- 
tient through the tedium of 
others as he hopes they will be 
through his.) 

‘He should have reasonably 
good table manners. He should 
be able to use a fork, knife, and 
spoon with dexterity, should 


his 


. know that napkins go in his lap 


and not under his chin, should 
eat with his mouth closed, and 
should ask for food rather. than 
grab. Whether he eats‘ what is 
on his place is immaterial, from 


the food, unless it is good. 


SHOULD GO HOME 

While on the subject of meals, 
every child—from the age of 
four on—should know that when 
he is at another child’s house 
and that child is summoned to 
a meal, he should hop for home 
as fast as possible. - 

Another must high on the list 
dates from the dark ages and 
still holds good: When the man 
of the house comes home, the 
visiting child should know 
enough to go home.
